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The  incomparable  superiority  of  our  country's  health  system  which  embodies 
the  great  chuche  ideology  is  above  all  demonstrated  in  the  complete  and  all- 
encompassing  guarantee  of  the  right  to  free  medical  care  for  all  citizens. 

The  great  leader,  Comrade  Kim  I 1-song,  taught  as  follows: 

"In  our  country,  the  over— all  free  medical  care  system  also  is  established 
and  all  working  people  are  living  without  worry  about  medical  care."  ("Kim 
Il-song  Selected  Works,"  Vol  6,  p  346) 

The  guarantee  to  receive  timely  medical  treatment  when  illness  strikes  and 
protect  life  and  improve  health  is  one  of  the  urgent  requirements  of  people's 
life  and  a  right  they  ought  to  enjoy  as  masters  of  nature  and  society.  Ac¬ 
cordingly,  how  these  rights  and  requirements  of  life  are  guaranteed  for  the 
working  people  is  an  important  criteria  for  determining  the  superiority  of 
the  health  system. 

Through  the  enactment  of  a  complete  and  thorough-going  system  of  free  med¬ 
ical  care  in  our  country,  those  urgent  requirements  and  rights  of  the  work¬ 
ing  people  are  guaranteed  to  the  utmost. 

Our  country's  system  of  free  medical  care  is  a  communistic  policy  which 
guarantees  all  medical  services  for  all  citizens  completely  without  charge. 

In  our  country,  all  forms  of  free  medical  services  are  given  to  all  citizens, 
workers  and  peasants,  office  workers  and  their  families,  including  out¬ 
patient  care,  hospitalization  and  treatment  in  sanitoria.  Moreover,  the 
state  pays  all  expenses  for  diagnosis,  treatment,  medicine,  and  food  during 
hospitalization,  travel  to  and  from  the  sanitorium,  and  even  living  ex¬ 
penses  during  treatment. 

Our  country's  system  of  free  medical  care  is  excellent  beyond  comparison  not 
only  because  it  furnishes  equal  free  medical  care  to  all  citizens  under 
equal  conditions  but  also  because  the  benefit  of  free  medical  care  is  firmly 
guaranteed  under  strong  material  and  technological  conditions. 

Medical  organizations  and  medical  functionaries  are  assigned  everywhere  in 
our  country  from  the  cities  and  factory  districts  to  the  forestry  villages 
in  lonely  mountain  valleys  and  isolated  islands,  even  in  the  underground 
work  sites  thousands  of  feet  beneath  the  earth  and  the  ocean  fishing  fleets, 
and  so  the  people  are  enjoying  the  benefit  of  state  medical  care  to  their 
heart's  content  and  the  program  of  making  rural  village  clinics  into  hos¬ 
pitals  is  being  realized.  Consequently,  the  disparity  of  the  level  of  med¬ 
ical  services  between  the  city  and  countryside  has  greatly  decreased.  In 
addition,  due  to  the  creation  of  self-sufficient  pharmaceutical  and  medical 
equipment  industrial  bases  and  the  establishment  of  a  people-oriented 
pharmaceutical  and  medical  equipment  supply  management  system,  the  increas¬ 
ing  demand  of  the  people  for  medicine  and  medical  equipment  is  being  amply 
satisfied. 
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Unlike  our  country's  health  system  in  which  the  state  devotes  large  funds 
to  protect  the  lives  and  improve  the  health  of  the  people  and,  communist 
policies  is  wholly  put  into  effect,  in  a  capitalist  society  where  the  work¬ 
ers  are  not  the  masters  of  the  country,  the  state  does  not  take  any  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  lives  and  health  of  the  people. 

In  South  Korea,  for  instance,  the  Pak  Chong-hui  traitorous  clique  pours  al¬ 
most  all  of  the  puppet  government's  "budget"  into  military  expenses  and 
costs  of  maintaining  the  fascist  rule  but  "allocates"  a  merely  nominal 
amount  for  "health  costs,"  and  even  that  is  used  for  the  special  privileged 
class.  In  addition,  because  the  rascals  have  escalated  the  cost  of  medical 
care  and  medicine  every  year,  the  workers  and  peasants  who  are  unemployed 
and  cannot  make  ends  meet  are  unable  to  take  even  one  pill  when  they  are 
taken  ill  and  are  pitifully  wasting  away. 

Our  country's  advanced  health  system,  which  embodies  the  great  chuche 
ideology,  earnestly  looks  after  the  people  to  prevent  them  from  falling 
ill  through  the  principle  of  preventive  medicine. 

The  respected  and  beloved  leader,  Comrade  Kim  II— song,  taught  as  follows: 

"In  our  country,  a  preventive  medicine  program  is  in  effect  and  in  order 
to  implement  this  program  successfully,  measures  like  the  area  physician

Whether  a  health  system  should  be  based  on  prevention  or  on  treatment  is 
one  of  the  fundamental  questions  in  measuring  the  people-oriented  nature 
of  a  health  system. 

If  it  is  centered  on  man,  then  prevention  is  the  basis  for  the  lives  and 
health  of  the  people,  but  if  money  rather  than  man  is  the  central  focus, 
treatment  is  made  the  basis  in  order  to  earn  more  money. 

Our  country's  socialist  medicine,  which  is  centered  on  and  serves  man,  is 
based  on  prevention  and  devotes  all  its  attention  to  freeing  the  people 
from  the  threat  of  illness  forever  which  the  exploiting  society  has  be¬ 
queathed  to  them  and  preventing  even  one  person  from  succumbing  to  disease. 

In  our  country,  in  formulating  state  policy  as  well  as  in  economic  and 
cultural  construction,  major  attention  is  given  to  preventing  the  people 
from  falling  ill  and  having  them  live  a  long  time  and  the  living  environ¬ 
ment  and  working  conditions  of  the  people  are  set  up  to  benefit  their 
health. 

In  large  and  small  problems,  such  as  building  a  factory  or  setting  up  a 
city  or  solving  a  city's  traffic  problems,  man  is  always  the  central  focus, 
and  primary  attention  is  given  to  establishing  an  environment  and  conditions 
favorable  to  the  health  maintenance  of  the  people,  and  the  principle  of 
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preventing  harm  to  the  people's  health  from  occurring  and  in  preventing  the 
living  environment  from  being  destroyed  is  thoroughly  adhered  to  in  all  the 
processes  of  production  and  construction. 

Due  to  this  sincere,  painstaking  concern  for  man,  industry  has  progressed 
at  an  unprecedentedly  high  speed  and  modern  factories  and  enterprises  have 
arisen  like  trees  in  a  forest  in  our  country,  and  social  problems  like  the 
destruction  of  the  environment  and  pollution,  which  are  the  inevitable 
product  of  industrial  development  in  capitalist  countries,  are  totally  un¬ 
known  and  the  people  sing  of  a  long  life  in  good  health. 

In  addition,  due  to  the  fact  that  the  three  technical  revolutions  which 
the  great  leader  presented  are  being  actively  furthered  and  the  struggle 
to  make  hazardous  labor  into  non-hazardous  labor  is  vigorously  waged,  the 
working  conditions  of  the  working  people  have  become  more  favorable  to 
health  and  because  the  policy  calling  for  rural  tap  water  supply  systems, 
has  been  brilliantly  implemented,  the  sanitary  and  civilized  living  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  rural  populace  have  also  been  fundamentally  improved. 

In  health  work  in  our  country,  an  area  physician  assignment  system  has 
been  put  into  effect  to  implement  the  program  of  preventive  medicine. 

This  is  an  advanced  medical  services  system  in  which  medical  functionaries 
are  put  in  charge  of  a  designated  area  of  population  and  are  responsible 
for  and  take  care  of  the  health  of  the  people,  and  medical  services  are 
organized  and  carried  out  with  the  main  emphasis  on  prevention  of  illness. 

In  our  country,  by  enforcing  the  area  physician  assignment  system,  a  sys¬ 
tematic  health  maintenance  management  system  is  established  in  each  branch 
of  medicine,  based  on  having  the  hospitals  and  clinics  enroll  each  and 
every  inhabitant  within  their  jurisdiction  and  accurately  ascertain  their 
state  of  health.  Preventive  medical  services  are  intensified,  including 
periodic  preventive  check-ups  and  preventive  inoculations. 

Along  with  this,  in  order  to  implement  the  preventive  medicine  program 
thoroughly,  the  specialized  sanitation-epidemic  prevention  organs  play  the 
central  role  in  organizing  and  mobilizing  the  broad  masses  and  normally 
intensifying  sanitation  and  epidemic  prevention  work  and,  in  particular, 
the  movements  which  the  great  leader  initiated  of  creating  model  health 
counties  and  of  making  disease-free  villages  are  vigorously  carried  out. 


Accordingly,  the  state  of  our  country's  hygienic  culture  has  become  cleanly 
and  neatly  consonant  with  the  advanced  socialist  system,  and  those  infec¬ 
tious  diseases  which  had  persistently  threatened  the  lives  and  health  of 
the  people  for  so  long  have  been  stamped  out  for  some  time  now. 


In  a  capitalist  society,  where,  unlike  our  country's  socialist  system, 
capitalists  are  the  masters,  one  cannot  even  think  of  preventive  medicine 
to  avoid  dreaded  disease  ahead  of  time. 
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Because  capitalists  would  gain  by  selling  more  medicine,  they  hope  that 
more  people  would  get  sick  rather  than  preventing  disease  and  they  even 
encourage  disease. 

In  South  Korea,  which  is  a  living  hell  for  the  people,  a  "kingdom  of 
pestilence"  and  "haven  of  disease"  where  dreaded  infectious  disease  is 
widespread  every  year,  various  kinds  of  infectious  disease  spread  widely, 
including  epidemic  hemorrhagic  fever,  Japanese  cerebral  encephalitis, 
cholera,  etc,  and  the  lives  of  many  people  are  snuffed  out. 

The  excellence  of  our  country's  health  system,  which  embodies  the  great 
chuche  ideology,  is  highly  displayed  in  the  endless  affection  and  whole¬ 
hearted  devotion  of  our  health  functionaries  for  patients  in  rendering 
faithful  service  to  the  people. 

The  great  leader.  Comrade  Kim  II— song,  taught  as  follows: 

"The  excellence  of  the  health  system  of  a  socialist  society  lies  in  pre¬ 
cisely  this  point:  that,  together  with  a  public  health  policy  which  the

[Text]  As  befits  the  vanguards  of  revolution,  the  members  of  the  three- 
revolutions  team  dispatched  to  the  Onjong  Cooperative  Farm  in  Yangdok  Coun¬ 
ty  are  causing  the  red  flowers  of  the  three  revolutions,  ideological,  tech¬ 
nical  and  cultural,  to  bloom  by  joing  forces  with  the  party  organization  and 
going  among  the  masses  to  vigorously  carry  on  the  Campaign  to  Capture  the 
Red  Flag  of  the  Three  Revolutions. 

The  respected  and  beloved  leader.  Comrade  Kim  Il-song,  taught  as  follows: 

"The  members  of  the  three-revolutions  teams  must  go  more  deeply  among  the 
masses  and  positively  activate  their  revolutionary  ardor  and  creative  wid- 
dom.  Accordingly,  the  three-revolutions  team  members  must  join  forces  with 
the  guidance  functionaries  and  all  the  workers  of  the  factories,  enterprises 
and  cooperative  farms  and  more  forcefully  carry  out  the  ideological,  tech¬ 
nical  and  cultural  revolutions.”

Kim  Su-pok  who  was  in  charge  of  the  livestock  workteam,  resolved  to  make 
high  nutrition  feed  compound  from  material  common  in  the  mountainous  region 
as  a  substitute  for  grain  feed  and  threw  themselves  into  the  struggle  to 
make  it  a  reality. 

A  few  people,  however,  did  not  actively  join  in  the  work  of  setting  up  a 
feed  compound  barn,  saying,  ’’pigs  won’t  eat  this.” 

The  team  members  patiently  explained  and  informed  them  once  again  that  there 
was  plenty  of  material  for  the  new  feed,  that  its  protein  content  is  equal 
to  that  of  grain  feed,  that  it  digests  well  and  is  very  beneficial  for 
raising  pigs. 

In  addition,  they  intensified  the  ideological  struggle  with  vestiges  of 
obsolete  ideology  which  hinder  the  implementation  of  party  policy,  such  as 
empiricism,  passivity  and  conservatism  and,  at  the  same  time,  broke  down 
one  by  one  the  obstacles  encountered  in  the  construction  of  the  feed  room. 

The  specialized  knowledge  which  each  of  the  three-revolutions  team  members 
had  learned  was  different  and  their  social  living  experience  was  different, 
too.  With  a  concerted  loyal  resolve  to  thoroughly  implement  the  great  lead¬ 
er’s  instructions  unconditionally  as  befits  a  vanguard  of  the  three  revolu¬ 
tions,  however,  they  gave  priority  to  construction  plans  and  political  work, 
organized  and  mobilized  animal  husbandry  team  members  and  built  feed  barns 
and  fermentation  vats. 

The  team  members  mixed  several  types  of  ingredients  and  placed  them  in  the 
fermentation  vats.  The  tense  battle  continued  day  and  night. 

The  functionaries  and  members  of  the  farm,  moved  by  the  practical  example 
of  the  team  members  who  were  trying  to  carry  out  the  great  leader’s  instruc¬ 
tions  in  their  entirety,  set  up  animal  husbandry  teams  and  actively  gave 
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themselves  to  the  work  of  resolving  the  matter  of  feed.  The  questions  of 
manpower  and  materials  were  solved  and  them  and  the  feed  compound  in  the 
fermentation  vats  fermented,  generating  heat. 

The  feed  compound  which  was  removed  from  the  fermentation  vats,  however, 
could  not  be  fed  to  the  pigs  because  it  failed  to  meet  the  technical  condi¬ 
tions. 

The  team  members,  undaunted  by  this,  found  the  cause  of  failure,  rolled 
up  their  sleeves  and  boldly  corrected  the  mistakes  in  the  fermentation  pro¬ 
cess. 

The  team  members,  including  the  team  leader,  working  in  shifts,  accurately 
adjusted  the  proportion  of  feed  mixture,  time  and  temperature,  transported 
the  ingredients,  took  the  lead  in  forming  livestock  work  teams  and  went  on 
performing  their  chores. 

The  fermentation  process  started  all  over  again  by  the  concerted  effort  of 
the  livestock  team  members  was  successfully  completed;  in  a  month's  time, 
they  succeeded  in  producing  feed  with  a  darkish  hue  and  an  arcma  like 
molasses. 

The  the  team  members  did  not  stop  at  making  a  new  kind  of  feed;  they  built  a 
new  machine  room  and  a  preparation  room  and  even  neatly  set  up  a  room  for 
disseminating  information  on  agricultural  science  and  technology,  thereby 
effecting  a  drastic  change  in  the  livestock  workteam. 

They  produced  a  great  deal  of  compound  feed  everyday,  guaranteeing  feed 
supply  for  the  livestock  workteams  sows  but  also  for  the  pigs  raised  by  the 
farm  produce  workteams.  As  the  result,  a  strong  base  was  laid  for  raising 
many  more  pigs  while  cutting  down  the  consumption  of  grain  feed  to  a  great 
extent. 

By  solving  the  problem  of  feed,  the  livestock  work  team  exceeded  their  do¬ 
mestic  animal  breeding  plan  last  year,  and  all  members  c£  the  farm  raised 
domestic  animals,  including  pigs  and  rabbits,  and  the  great  leader's  on- 
the-spot  instructions  came  to  be  implemented  thoroughly. 

No  complacent  with  such  success,  the  three-revolutions  team  members  estab¬ 
lished  a  prospective  plan  and  immediate  goals  for  accomplishing  the  tech¬ 
nical  revolution  and,  as  one  of  the  means  for  realizing  them,  had  each  work- 
team  introduce  three  or  more  technical  innovation  proposals  to  production. 

To  support  this,  they  had  the  ri  low  level  party  committee  sum  up  the  re¬ 
sult  of  its  implementation  each  month  and  set  the  erroneous  matters  aright. 

In  fact,  the  technical  revolution  movement  was  not  actually  furthered  as  it 
should  have  been  due  to  the  obsolete  ideological  vestiges  still  held  by 
some  functionaries  and  farmers  such  as  technical  mysticism,  and  farm  work 
was  unable  to  progress  according  to  the  plan  in  the  busy  farming  season. 
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This  situation  could  not  continue 


The  team  members  discovered  the  reason  for  the  technical  revolution  not 
being  vigorously  carried  out  was  that  their  own  revolutionary  spirit  of 
self-reliance  was  deficient  and  that  they  were  not  able  to  launch  a  tech¬ 
nical  revolution  movement  appropriate  to  the  special  nature  of  the  moun¬ 
tainous  region. 

The  resolved  to  completely  eliminate  the  erroneous  thought  that  the  tech¬ 
nical  revolution  could  be  carried  out  only  by  receiving  materials  and  equip¬ 
ment  from  above  and  to  set  the  masses  in  motion  to  begin  mechanizing  that 
farm  work  which  the  farmers  considered  to  be  the  most  arduous;  they  decided 
to  concentrate  their  efforts  on  mechanizing  threshing  operations.  The  work 
assignments  were  made  and  the  team  members  directly  took  the  lead  in  the 
struggle  to  make  a  multipurpose  threshing  machine. 

The  three-revolutions  team  members,  whenever  they  were  faced  with  a  bottle¬ 
neck  or  a  difficulty,  further  heightened  their  sense  of  responsibility  and 
awareness  as  revolutionary  fighters  who  were  implementing  the  instruction  of 
the  great  leader  that  the  technical  revolution  was  not  a  simple  technical 
and  practical  task  but  an  important  political  task;  they  joined  forces  with 
the  party  organization  and  energetically  pushed  ahead  with  the  technical 
revolution  work,  relying  on  the  masses. 

The  team  members,  with  bold  thinking  and  extraordinary  approach,  has  impor¬ 
tant  parts  made  from  substitute  material  commonly  found  in  the  mountainous 
region. 

Every time  they  came  up  against  obstacles,  they  held  study  session  on  memoirs 
[by  anti-Japanes  fighters] ,  such  as  ’’There  is  nothing  we  cannot  do  if  we 
but  resolve  to  do  it,"  and  raised  up  the  revolutionary  spirit  of  self- 
reliance  similar  to  the  anti-Japanese  guerrillas  who  were  loyal  to  the  great 
leader.  Undaunted  by  repeated  failure,  they  succeeded  in  making  a  fine 
threshing  machine  with  local  materials  while  conserving  on  steel. 

In  addition,  the  three-revolutions  team  members,  including  Comrade  Kim  I- 
tok,  joined  forces  with  the  repair  subteam  members  and  made  pipes  from  hid¬ 
den  reserves  they  found  and  made  a  marvelous  corn  drying  oven. 

In  this  way,  they  were  able  to  liberate  the  farmers  from  arduous  labor  like 
threshing  and  to  solve  one  of  the  ■'problems  they  encountered,  the  problem  of 
drying  corn,  thereby  making  it  possible  to  complete  threshing  operations  as 
much  as  one  month  or  so  earlier. 

The  three-revolutions  team  members  who  were  dispatched  to  the  Onjong  Coopera¬ 
tive  Farm  are  more  vigorously  pushing  ahead  with  the  three  revolutions,  ideo¬ 
logical,  technical  and  cultural,  on  the  basis  of  the  success  and  experiences 
they  have  already  gained.
